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RESIDENTS in the Ely area will be able 
to vote for which city councillors they 
want to represent them next month - 
for the first time in more than 20 years. 

Twenty people are standing for seats 
on the City of Ely Council this year, 
which means three out of the author¬ 
ity’s four wards will be subject to an 
election. 

The city council cannot confirm 
when an election last took place, but it 
is thought that there has not been one 
for at least 20 years. 

During that time, new members 
have been selected via a majority vote 
from fellow members. But this proce¬ 
dure hit the headlines last year after 
Ely News received several letters call¬ 
ing for public voting to take place - es¬

pecially as the council is now respon¬ 
sible for more. 

Stephen Blackwood, of Cambridge 
Road, described the city council as 
a “self-selecting clique” and said it 
should be “answerable to the coun¬ 
cil taxpayers”. And resident Peter 
Houghton said: “The problem with 
this cavalier approach is that the elec¬ 
torate have no say in who should rep¬ 
resent them.” 

However, under section 82 of the 
Local Government Act 1972, the city 
council is only required to hold an 
election if sufficient people stand - or 
if 10 or more residents request that 
one takes place. 


Now that enough people have come 
forward to stand, the East, South and 
West wards will all be subject to an 
election. The North ward is the only 
uncontested ward this year, which 
means members will vote like they 
have done in the past. 

Ely’s Mayor, Lis Every, who is re¬ 
standing for East ward, said: “I will be 
delighted if the forthcoming demo¬ 
cratic process results in the formation 
of a council whose members have the 
vision and commitment to drive for¬ 
ward the services that our residents 
deserve and the challenges that local¬ 
ism will bring.” 

The council’s annual parish meeting 
is at The Makings on Monday, April 20 
at 7.30pm.

PLANS to build more than 
50 retirement flats in Ely are 
going on show to the public 
next week. 

Dorset-based retirement 
apartment developers, 
McCarthy and Stone, an¬ 
nounced last month that 
they had “acquired an inter¬ 
est” in the G&J Peck site, in 
Lisle Lane - and that they 
wanted to turn the site into 
‘assisted living accommoda¬ 
tion’. 

The announcement came 
less than two years after the 
company was in a long-run¬ 
ning planning battle to turn 
Croylands, a former vicarage 
in Cambridge Road, into re¬ 
tirement flats. 

The proposals, which 
proved to be one of the 
most controversial plan¬ 
ning applications East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil had ever received, were 


rejected and Croylands has 
since been sold at auction to 
a private buyer. 

Now McCarthy and Stone 
has its eyes set on the G&J 
Peck site as they say the 
company is planning to re¬ 
locate to “alternative, more 
suitable premises” in the Ely 
area. 

The firm says it wants to 
build approximately 55 re¬ 
tirement apartments on the 
land and the proposals will 
be the focus of a public exhi¬ 
bition at Poets House hotel 
on Thursday, April 23. 

Darren Humphreys, re¬ 
gional managing director at 
McCarthy and Stone Mid¬ 
lands Region, said “We’ve 
already spent time meeting 
with local representatives 


and carefully researching 
the architecture and char¬ 
acter of the local area but 
we need to ensure what we 
build is what our customers, 
as well as the local commu¬ 
nity, would like to see in Ely 

“We want to hear from 
the local community before 
we submit a planning ap¬ 
plication. Our project team 
will be at the exhibition to 
answer questions and listen 
to feedback on what we’ve 
done so far and the com¬ 
ments we receive will help 
us tailor our proposals into 
something people will want 
to see and call home.”

Pensioner dies

They propose to move the material 
and its associated research spaces (15 
seats, one microfilm reader and two 
computers) to a Bowling alley at Ely. 
The National Archives' Standard for 
Records Repositories says 
"The repository and most especially 
its storage accommodation must 
be of robust construction of BRICK, 
STONE OR CONCRETE, with 
adequate protection for all roofs, 
walls, floors, ceilings and openings 
against unauthorised entry, fire, flood 
and damp.

MEMBERS of the Stop Berry Fen 
Wind Farm campaign group have 
questioned REG Windpower's 
motives for applying to build three 
giant industrial wind turbines at 
Berry Fen next to the villages of 
Haddenham and Aldreth. 

This follows news of REG's recently 
announced sale (REG Press Release 
19th February 2015) of the 10MW 
Denzell Downs wind project in 
Cornwall to a fund managed by 
BlackRock in a deal with a total 
enterprise value of £24.4m. 

REG have signed agreements to 
oversee construction of the five- 
turbine wind farm, which is to be 
sited outside St Eval, and operate the 
completed facility on behalf of the 
US-based investor. 

REG will receive £10.5m upfront with 
a further £3.9m payable following 
commissioning of the scheme, which 
is expected in early 2016. The 
company said it will "recognise an 
initial £11 m of profit on the sale". 
BlackRock are one of the world's 
largest firms of asset managers, based

worldwide. The company have funds 
under management of $4.65 trillion. 
By anybody's standards, the amount 
of money REG have made for their 
shareholders from the sale of the 
wind farm project at St Eval confirms

New term means 
new leadership 
at Ely College

THE start of a new school term is always a 
mixture of emotions for pupils - and not least 
for students at Ely College. 

Pupils returned to the school on Monday 
after the Easter break to not only start new 
assignments and prepare for fast-approach¬ 
ing exams - but to also meet their new princi¬ 
pal and a whole new leadership team. 

As previously reported, the college’s for¬ 
mer principal, Catherine Jenkinson-Dix and 
both her deputies, as well as the governors, 
resigned on the last day of term following a 
damning Ofsted report. 

The school was rated as ‘inadequate’ by in¬ 
spectors, who visited the school in February 
- news which rocked the Ely community, as 
in its inspection in 2013 the college was rated 
as ‘good’ in all areas. 

As of this week, the school is under the 
leadership of Evelyn Forde, who is being 
supported by consultant headteacher fill 
Coughlan CBE and two new deputy princi¬ 
pals, Martin Serrao and Janet Hallett. 

A new academy council is also being set up 
to replace the former governing body. 

Chris Tweedale, chief executive of CfBT 
Schools Trust, which oversees the manage¬ 
ment of the school, said: “Ely College has 
started the summer term with a new leader¬ 
ship team, who together with all the staff are 
focused on supporting the students at the 
school to achieve their potential and prepare 
for the forthcoming examination period.” 

A spokesman for the school’s former gov¬ 
erning body said that Mrs Jenkinson-Dix has 
lodged a formal complaint about the report 
with Ofsted.

Pet owners left 
‘disappointed’ 


ANIMAL lovers say they are 
“disappointed” with the de¬ 
cision to cancel a popular 
pet service at Ely Cathedral. 

The cathedral and Wood 
Green, The Animals Charity, 
based in Godmanchester, 
have held the annual service 
there for 28 years. 

But, as previously re¬ 
ported, this year’s service - 
scheduled to take place in 
May - has been called off. 

Wood Green says it want¬ 
ed to start inviting just dogs 
and their owners to the ser¬ 
vice “to avoid unnecessary 
stress caused by multiple 
species occupuing the same 
space”. 

But the cathedral insist¬ 
ed that the service, which 
attracts everything from 
chickens to alpacas each 
year, needed to be open to 
all types of pets. 

No agreement could be 
reached, and, as a result, 
this year’s event has been 
cancelled.

“The applicants at pre¬ 
sent run a zoo at the Rap¬ 
tor Foundation near St Ives, 
renting a small building 
there with a small selection 
of reptiles, mini beasts, tur¬ 
tles and meerkats on display. 
This has run successfully for 
three years, but there is no 
room for expansion for ani¬ 
mal welfare and increasing 
rescue work.

They added: “The appli¬ 
cants consider that the way 
to progress their business is 
to concentrate animal ex¬ 
periences on an individual 
appointment-only basis.

A RETIRED college lecturer has 
raised more than £3,000 for Macmil¬ 
lan Cancer Support by completing a 
six-day expedition in the Himalayas.

A NEW cafe looks set to open 
its doors in Ely. Husnu Ata, 
the owner of Ely Kebab

W e recently sold a newly 
built family home to 
an Asian family who 
followed the Hindu faith. I was 
asked to attend a viewing shortly 
before completion, where they 
would conduct a ceremony 
known as apoorva (new) griha 
pravesh, which is performed 
on the occasion of one’s first 
entry into a newly-constructed 
property. Once the house is 
ready, the family moves in on an 
auspicious day, determined by 
the astrological charts, taking 
into account purity of panchang 
(almanac) and auspicious time 
(muhurat). 

For example, the first entry 
for new houses is auspicious 
when the sun is in the uttarayan 
position; in old, renovated 
houses, when Guru (Jupiter) 
or Shukra (Venus) is setting. 
Auspicious months for griha 
pravesh, are based on the lunar 
calendar. As the ceremony I 
attended was on April 2, the 
month was probably Baishak 
(part April and part May) This 
ensures the growth of wealth 
and prosperity but also wards off 
evil spirits. Before the ceremony 
began a mixture of water and 
turmeric was sprayed into the air 
in each room in order to cleanse 
them of spirits. The ceremony 
involved prayer and placing of 
idols of Ganesha, an elephant¬ 
headed god (as pictured, 
below), as well as boiling sugar- 
sweetened milk, which is drunk 
by everyone present, including 
me! 

In 35 years in the property 
industry this was the very first 
griha pravesh I’d attended. 
Guests at this ceremony should 
offer a gift and as the buyer’s 
children were present and it was 
Easter we gave a mini chocolate 
Easter bunny to each of them.

We’re in solar 
farm capital 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE is of¬ 
ficially one of the country’s 
solar farm capitals. 

Planning applications for 
some 43 solar farms across 
the county have been logged 
by the Department of En¬ 
ergy and Climate Change, 
with just five of these failing 
to get planning permission. 

Only five far larger coun¬ 
ties - Cornwall, Devon, 
Hampshire, Somerset and 
Wiltshire - have seen more 
interest from solar farm de¬ 
velopers nationally. 

The latest of these to 
come into the pipeline is an 
11.5MWp (megawatts-peak) 
scheme installed by Light- 
source at Wiggin Hill Farm 
in St Ives. 

The 45-acre solar farm 
has now been connected to 
the national gird and will 
provide enough ‘green’ elec¬ 
tricity to power 3,450 local 
homes.

The 38 solar farms in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire - six of which 
are in East Cambridgeshire 

- amount to an installed ca¬ 
pacity of 565MWp - enough 
electricity to power 169,500 
homes. 

It comes just as the Gov¬ 
ernment cuts funding for so¬ 
lar farms larger than 5MWp 

- about 25 acres of land. 

A new competitive auc¬ 
tion system divides renew¬ 
able energy technologies 
into two pools, established 
and less established, with 
solar companies competing 
against their counterparts in 
the likes of onshore wind for 
the same budget. 

The change is predicted to 
cause a shift towards smaller 
developments and rooftop 
installations, but experts at 


Lightsource are confident 
there remains plenty of op¬ 
portunity for those with any 
sized land. 

Conor McGuigan, busi¬ 
ness development director 
at Lightsource, said: “With 
plenty of sunshine for most 
of the year, the East of Eng¬ 
land has a crucial role to 
play in the future of the UK’s 
solar industry. 

“Landowners can be as¬ 
sured that solar farms are 
still an attractive proposi¬ 
tion but choices need to be 
made wisely. Opportunities 
will still be available for in¬ 
stallations below 5MWp and 
they’re still a very attractive 
option for many farmers or 
landowners looking to di¬ 
versify their income.” 

Former environment sec¬ 
retary Liz Truss cut the fund¬ 
ing last year amid claims 
solar farms were “blighting” 
the countryside.

RISING phoenix-like from the ashes, 
when Mike Rutherford reformed 
Mike + The Mechanic he originally 
started as a side-line to his activities in 
Genesis, he had little idea they would 
still be around after 30 years, Martin 
Hutchinson writes. 

Now back out on tour and visiting 
Cambridge Corn Exchange, Mike 
originally formed the band in 1984 
with Paul Young (ex Sad Cafe) and Paul 
Carrack, and between then and 2000, 
the band enjoyed hits like The Living 
Years, All I Need Is A Miracle and Over 
My Shoulder. 

In 2000, Young died suddenly, but 
the band reconvened (as Mike + The 
Mechanics and Paul Carrack) to record 
the 2004 album Rewired. 

"I thought the band had run its 
course," Mike says. "Especially after we 
lost Paul Young. There was a chemistry 
between the three of us that really 
worked. Then I got involved with the 
Genesis reunion tour in 2007." 

After that tour, Mike carried on 
writing songs and the idea of bringing 
back The Mechanics came to the fore. 

"Basically, I love to write," he 
explains. " And I was writing some 
songs with Chris Neil, who had written 
and produced for the old Mechanics, 
and we thought, why not go back to 
the beginning again and find some new 
singers? "The band always was a bit of a 
project," he adds. 

In the end, Mike has repeated the 
successful formula of the original band 
by recruiting two lead singers. 

"I'm doing no more solo albums," he 
affirms. "I can't really sing and if I write 
a song, I want a good singer for it." 

The two singers that replaced Paul 
Young and Carrack were Andrew 
Roachford and Tim Howar. Roachford 
is one of the most successful UK R&B 
acts of the 90s, having hits with Cuddly 
Toy and The Way That I Feel. 

Howar is a Canadian actor and singer 
who has had success in the West End in 
shows like Tonight's The Night, in which 
he played the role of Rod Stewart. 


Mike says: "Having an R&B type 
singer in the band works, and Tim has 
this theatrical background which also 
makes him suitable for the songs that 
Paul used to sing." 

Joining Mike, Andrew and Tim on 
stage will be Gary Wallis (who played 
drums in the old band, as well as 
touring with Pink Floyd), Anthony 
Drennan, who has toured with Genesis 
and The Corrs, and keyboard player 
Luke Juby. 

Mike is really looking forward to 
taking them all on the road. "There's a 
new energy within the band."

It's been some time since Mike + 

The Mechanics toured the UK, and in 
the gap, Mike had the first volume of 
his autobiography - The Living Years - 
published.

And this time, there is 
something very special to look forward 
to. 

"That's right," Mike confirms. "We'll 
be playing a couple of Genesis songs 
that I really like, like Turn It On Again 
and I Can't Dance."
